to Norwalk, while her husband was 
confined at Patten. He died in 
August, 1926 

When Mrs. McCarty finally was 
released from the hospital! 
—still legally demented, hovwever—— 
she found that E. R. Millar and her 
daughter, Mrs. Nola Coffey, had 
been appointed guardians of her 
fortune. 

“Rut there was nothing wrong 
with her mind,” declared Attor- 
ney Frank E. Dominguez, whom 
the Probate Court had named 
guardian ad litem.
